ky and wine were sold at auction to 
the highest bidders. The sale was the 
outgrowth of alleged moonshining by 
which the government claims to have 
lost many thousands of dollars. 
The 
liquor 
was 
the 
confiscated 
property of the Rush Distilling com­ 
pany, 
which 
formerly 
operated in 
Kansas City and Fort Smith, Ark. It 
was taken in a raid by government 
revenue officers on the local plant. 
The raid was followed by the indict-j 
ing by a federal grand jury at Fort 
Smith of more than a dozen former 
employes of the company and former 
revenue officials, several 
of whom 
already have pleaded guilty to viola­ 
tion of the revenue 
laws 
and 
arc 
serving sentences in the federal pen­ 
itentiary at Leavenworth. 
W. A. Shelton, marshal for the wrest- 
ern district of Missouri, was in charge 
of the sale. A complete inventory of 
the property to be auctioned was pro­ 
vided at the marshal’s office, and ad­ 
vertisements of the sale were printed 
in 
local 
newspapers. 
Many liquor 
dealers from throughout the southwest 
sent representatives. 
The forty thousand gallons included 
470 barrels and six casks of whisky. 
The office furniture, typewriters, fill­ 
ing and labeling machines 
rind 
all 
other property and 
equipment 
used 
by the company in carrying on one 
of the largest wholesale liquor busi­ 
nesses built up here in years, also 
were disposed of. All sales were for 
cash. 
The proceeds will go to the 
revenue 
department, but will offset 
only to a small

claimed by the alleged illicit opera­ 
tions of the company.

Mellow, rich soil 
should 
now be 
thown into a heap and mulched with 
strawv horse manue so it 
can not 
freeze. This soil will 
be convenient 
for use in seed boxes next spring. 
Rhubard and asparagus can not re­ 
ceive too much manure. 
Now 
that 
the asparagus stems have been killed 
by frost, they should be cleaned 
oil 
the patch, and the ground should be 
well cultivated and manured heavily 
for the winter. 
Beds of tulips, hyacinths and other 
bulbous 
plants 
should 
be 
heavily 
mulched with straw manure as soon 
as the ground freezes. The coarser 
portions of this cover should be tak­ 
en off in early spring, as the plants 
begin to push through it. 
Roses may be transplanted in the 
fall. The rose bed should be mulched 
with manure and enough loose mate­ 
rial, such as 
straw, 
be 
worked in 
among the plants 
to 
protect them 
with a loose cover 
which 
will not 
smother their stems. 
Strawberry beds should be mulched 
with straw as soon as the ground be­ 
gins to freeze. 
Two or three inches 
of cover will protect the plants from 
alternate freezing and thawing and 
will hold the moisture and keep the 
berries clean next spring. 
Those 
who 
desire 
to propagate 
grapes may make 
cuttings 
of the 
current season’s growth when prun­ 
ing this fall. Theso cuttings should 
be about one foot in length, so as to 
cover the bud at the base. 
Cuttings 
may be wintered 
in 
a well drained 
bed, packed in sand so they will not 
dry out and mulched 
so 
they will 
not freeze during winter. They should 
be planted six inches apart in nur 
sery rows next spring, one foot above 
ground.

Entire United States in 
Club Membership. 


The boys’ and girls’ clubs, under 
the direction of the agricultural ex­ 
tension .service of Hie University of 
Missouri at Columbia, are doing for 
the country boys and g:ills what the 
manual training departments of the 
city schools are doing for city boys 
and girls. One Missouri county leads 
the United States in club membership. 
The clubs keep almost 7,000 country 
boys and girls at work along practical 
and definite lines. 
The work of the boys’ 
and 
girls’ 
clubs 
was 
begun by the university 
about two years ago . Since that time, 
the organization has grown 
to 
613 
clubs, 
with 
6,563 
members. 
Corn 
judging and sewing 
clubs 
are 
the 
most popular. 
Of the former there 
are 180 in the state. 
There are 271 
of the latter. 
Other clubs deal with 
stock judging, poultry, 
pig 
raising, 
bread making and corn raising. 
Can­ 
ning clubs are organized in the sum­ 
mer. 
Membership 
in 
boys’ 
and 
girls’ 
clubs has practically 
doubled 
since 
June 
I. 
Campaigns 
in 
Lafayette 
county about two months ago brought 
the organization of 211 clubs in that 
county. 
This is perhaps the largest 
number in any county in the United 
States. 
Clubs are working in about 
fifty Missouri counties now. 
The boys’ and girls’ clubs are under 
the direction of Prof. R. H. Emberson, 
George W. Reavis and Miss Addie D. 
Root. 
Persons in charge of the clubs 
visit as many as possible during the 
year. 
Monthly 
rounds 
are 
made, 
holding contests and organizing new 
clubs. 
Members of the clubs range 
in ages from IO to 18 years. 
Most of 
them are between 12 and 16 years old. 
The university is trying now to aid 
as many rural clubs as possible. Any 
correspondence relative to the work of 
the clubs will receive prompt atten­ 
tion if addressed to the Agricultural 
Extension Service, University of Mis­ 
souri, Columbia.

W est, of this city, the present chief 
scout executive. 
M ilitarism now'

woodcraft, the original purpose of the 
m ovement, second, according 
to Mr. 
Seton, who announced
